KE CHIDES PROPHETS OF GLOOM 


Hard Times' Theory 
Draws Condemnation 
From Chief Executive 


WASHINGTON 
(A - President 
Eisenhower has advised Americans 
to ignore “prophets of gloom” and 
has promised them a “ big brother 
partner in 
the 
federal 
govern­ 
m ent.” 
Addressing a cheering throng of 
more than 6,500 at a GOP box 
supper last 
night. 
Eisenhower 
sailed into predictions of hard 
times, saying “the United States 
doesn’t need to fall.” 
And he emphasized he wants to 
conduct the presidency under the 
Constitution “in the sam e general 
form ” as it now stands. 
He spoke only 12 
minutes. 
In 
that time he took on two sets of 
critics—those who say the country 
is now in a recession and those 
who have been calling for a con­ 
stitutional amendment that would 
limit the scope of treaties and give 
Congress more control over inter­ 
national agreements. 
“We don’t have to listen to the 
prophets of gloom who say we are 
going into this or

stumble or fall,” he declared.

Sermon Is Based 
On Miracle Of 
Loaves, Fishes 


“ There is a lad here!” 
This will be the theme of a ser- 
$ mon at the Presbyterian Church 
Sunday morning. 
It is, on the surface, a very sim­ 
ple statement. But it was spoken 
by an adult who was deeply inter­ 
ested in a young boy, and who be­ 
lieved that the boy with his bas­ 
ket of loaves and fishes had some­ 
thing worthwhile to contribute to 
the needs of the five thousand peo­ 
ple gathered out on the hillside. 
He saw possibilities in that boy 
^ which he felt Jesus would recog­ 
nize and use. 
The miracle that followed w a s 
amazing enough: but the implica­ 
tions involved, which deeply con­ 
cern us in our problems of daily 
living, 
are even 
more 
amazing 
and priceless. These values will be 
clearly seen in this sermon on the 
loaves and fishes. The

“ The view is held by some that 
the Old Testament, along with the 
New, contains God’s will for peo­ 
ple of this day and time; and that 
one, therefore, can learn the plan 
of salvation and his duty in gen- 
! eral from a study of that part of 
God’s word. This is an erroneous 
conception and comes from a fail­ 
ure to rightly divide the B i b l e 
| (2 Tim. 2:15). 
“ The Law of Moses was given 
■ only to the Jews through Moses, 
and was fulfilled and taken out of 
the way by Christ’s death on the 
cross (Col. 2:14). Paul said, ‘Christ 
is become of no effect unto you, 
whosoever of you are justified by 
the law; ye are fallen from grace’ 
(Gal. 5:4). Therefore, we are under 
the New Testament dispensation 
and are* to not hear Moses and the 
Prophets, but Christ (Mt. 17:15; 
Heb. 1:12).

Spot Removal 
Aids Housewife 
fin Laundry Day 
Every 
housewife 
would 
find 
washday easier if she boned up on 
the science of spot and stain re­ 
moval. 
Chlorine bleach is most com­ 
monly used for spot removal, and 
is effective for some 25 kinds of 
stain. It may be used safely on 
cottons, linens and white nylons, 
but should not be used on s i l k , 
wool, rayon or mixtures of any of 
ihese fibers. 
A new* chlorine bleach in d r y 
form is now on the market, 
in­ 
tended for family laundry as well 
as bathroom and kitchen cleaning. 
It is used in granular f o r m for 
cleaning sinks and tubs, diluted in 
w ater for use on fabrics. The rec­ 
ommended solution for most pur­ 
poses is Vfc cup of the dry bleach 
to one quart of hot water. T h e 
stair, should be soaked in the so­ 
lution for five minutes, then rins­ 
e d . Stubborn stains 
may take a 
second treatment. 
Among stains which respond to 
the chlorine bleach are: Alcoholic 
drinks, coffee and tea, fruit stains, 
ink, 
dye, 
mildew, 
perspiration, 
mustard, grass, starch and many 
other common stains. 
Carbon tetrachloride, which may 
be bought at any drug store, will 
remove the following stains: 
egg, 
soot, argyrol, lipstick, grease and 
ar and chewing gum. Any stain 
With a greasy base should be treat 
ed with either carbon 
tetrachlor­ 
ide. naptha or sim ilar cleaning 
fluid. 
Mercurochrome stains may be 
removed by soaking in alcohol, 
then in vinegar solution, again in 
alcohol. 
$ 
To remove nail polish stains, use 
polish .e m o te r for best results. 
Fresh paint may be removed by 
soaking in turpentine or paint re- 
Q'novrr. th* n laundering. Old paint 
stains may be softened by rubbing 
vaseline or lard into the fabric be­ 
fore applying paint remover. 
Rust stains should 
be 
sponged 
with oxalic acid or lemon juice, 
then laundered. 
Iodine stains may be removed 
by 
sponging 
with 
diluted 
am ­ 
monia.

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New Food Law Easy Where Only Occasional Meals Served 


Leniency, Not 


'Arbitrary' 


Action Seen 


However, W here Place 
Advertises^ And Sells, 
License Is Required 


Where roomers are served only 
a few breakfasts or an occasional 
meal in homes where they are rent­ 
ing living or sleeping quarters, the 
places are not likely to be bothered 
by Ohio’s new law ^requiring all 
food-serving establishments to be 
licensed. 
However, if a rooming house 
is a combination rooming a n d 
boarding house, and is advertis­ 
ed in any way as such, a $25 an­ 
nual state l i c e n s e definitely 
would be required, the sam e as 
a restaurant must comply with 
the new* state health rode. 
Also, 
according to information 
obtained here from R. T. Blaney. 
the city-eounty inspector, the law 
is to undergo a “ liberal interpreta­ 
tion and not an arbitrary treat­ 
m ent” 
in cases where a farm 
hand, for example, might work for 
$3 a day and his dinner. 
“ We’re not out. to work any hard­ 
ship upon anyone who isn't strictly j 
in the food business as a means of 
adding a m ajor part of their in- I 
come by this method,” Blaney ex- j 
plained.

OX THE OTHER hand, Blaney 
said, if we do find places, such as ; 
rooming houses, doing a substan­ 
tial food-serving business, “ t h e j

Blaney pointed out the new law- 
defining “ Food Service Operation” 
reads like this: 
“ A food service operation, com­ 
monly known as a restaurant, is 
defined as any structure or build­ 
ing, perm anent or tem porary 
in 
nature, whether mobile or station­ 
ary, w’hich is kept, m aintained, ad­ 
vertised, or held out to the public 
to be a place where meals or 
lunches are served for a consider­ 
ation. . . 
“Homes containing w h a t is 
commonly known as the family 
unit and their non-paying guests 
and 
food-processing 
and 
food- 
manufactur i n g 
establishments 
are not covered” by the law. 
Blaney stressed again that t h e 
word “ consideration” does not nec­ 
essarily mean cash, that it means 
anything of value, including work, 
or anything else through which the 
food-server benefited.

Tax Relief: 


Who Should 
Benefit First! 


Individual Slashes 
Vs. Aid For Companies 
Center Of Debate 


NEW YORK OP)—Tax relief for 
business first or for individuals 
first—which would give the econo­ 
my the biggest boost? 
Industry is herding congression­ 
al ears just now, seeking more lib­ 
eral depreciation rates—something 
the avenage citizen may be a little 
hazy about. 
Industry 
holds 
that 
this would spur business and cre­ 
ate jobs. 
The changes would apply to ne\v 
farm buildings and equipment, and 
newr rental housing, as well as to 
new factories and machinery, and 
commercial and industrial build­ 
ings. 
Individuals would like a cut in 
personal income tax payments. 
So 
would 
William 
McChesney 
Martin Jr., head of the Federal 
Reserve System, in all probability. 
But he tells congressmen: 
“ lf 
you increase the money consum­ 
ers have to spend through raising 
tax exemptions on personal income 
taxes, there is no guarantee that 
the coi.sumer will spend the mon­ 
e y ” 
Many a citizen, on the contrary, 
may be quite sure that he’ll have 
tc spend any money saved him on 
taxes—and the merchants to whom 
he is in debt might be interested 
in seeing the color of that money. 
But most businessmen will go 
along with Martin’s belief that at 
this time of recession worries the 
emphasis should be or. the pre­ 
diction side. 
Here is how' businessmen figure 
that liberalization of depreciation 
rates would spur production and 
create or save jobs: 
The present practice in reckon­ 
ing income tax returns is for busi­ 
nessmen to charge off the cost of 
plant and equipment over the esti­ 
mated life of of the property. The 
Treasury has a lot of rules of 
thumb for this. 
If you buy a small cutting tool, 
say, and its life expectancy is one 
year, you set up a depreciation re­ 
serve for it and charge it off com­ 
pletely as a 
deductible expense 
item in the year you buy it. Next 
year you tap the depreciation re ­ 
serve for the money to buy a new 
tool. 
Some machinery is expected to 
last 25 years, and treated accord­ 
ingly. 
If you build an apartm ent house, 
the Treasury usually rules it should 
last 50 years, and depreciation al­ 
lowance is spread over 50 years, 
If you build a water supply dam 
the Treasury figures it should be
